He said: “It seems like a 
great idea.

PICA FOR ANSWERS 
AS SCHOOL BID LOST 


IFTON HEATH Primary School has lost its bid for academy status and 
governors and staff are demanding to know the reasons why. 

Last year campaigners claimed the bid for academy status was the ‘only option left’ 
to save the St Martins school after Shropshire Council approved plans to close Ifton 
Heath and create a new all-through school at the village’s Rhyn Park Secondary 
School. 


Now in a letter to the school, Under Secretary of State for Education, Lord Hill, said 
the decision was not a judgement of the strengths of Ifton Heath. 

The letter reads: “It is about maintain¬ 
ing long-term provision of both primary 
and secondary education in the area.” 

School governor Gary Smith said Ifton 
Heath had been sacrificed to save other 
schools and they would be demanding an 
explanation from the Department of Edu¬ 
cation. 

Mr Smith said they would also be writ¬ 
ing to Stephen Twigg MP, Labour’s 
Shadow Secretary of State for Education, 
calling for an investigation after being 
told they could not appeal. 

“The letter says we have no right of 
appeal and that the decision is final but we 
are still not accepting that,” he said. 

“From the outside this might look a sen¬ 
sible decision but the reality is that it will 
have devastating results for primary edu¬ 
cation in St Martins. 

“Ifton Heath is a successful and finan¬ 
cially sound school but because of the 
uncertainty we have already lost 16 pupils 
and more and more will leave the village 
as a result of this decision.” 

Successful 

Nicola Bradley, the headteacher, said 
the school and its governors were angry at 
the decision and would be demanding an 
explanation from the Department of Edu¬ 
cation. 

Mrs Bradley said: “We are a successful 
school with no financial worries. 

“We all feel that Ifton Heath has not 
been considered for its own merits.” 

“We sent a large dossier of information 
and facts and figures to the Department of 
Education, yet we received a very short 
letter.” 

“We are not going to give up, but clearly 
our cause has been made more difficult by 
the decision,” she said. 

If the decision is upheld the new school 
will be formed at the start of this year’s 
Autumn term. 

However, the primary school children 
will remain on the Ifton Heath site until 
building work is completed at Rhyn Park 
in 2013.

Master plan 
for area to 
be unveiled 

A BLUEPRINT which will extend Oswestry 
and bring 750 new homes and several 
hectares of employment land to the town, is 
weeks away from being presented to Shrop¬ 
shire Council’s cabinet. 

The Urban Extension document will 
transform eastern Oswestry and provide 
hundreds of affordable homes, town coun¬ 
cillors were told. 

Shropshire Council’s growth point man¬ 
ager Richard Lawrence told councillors the 
authority was in talks with landowners on 
how it will provide the ambitious multi-mil¬ 
lion pound project which also includes vast 
area of green space for leisure and commu¬ 
nity use. 

He said the plans were examining how 
Oswestry’s eastern approach could be devel¬ 
oped, to provide 750 new homes by 2026 as 
well as four to six hectares of high quality 
employment land which would include a 
business park. 

The master plan had also identified 
leisure and sports facility opportunities, 
some in connection with Walford and North 
Shropshire College and the new leisure cen¬ 
tre. Mr Lawrence said a link road through 
the site was also being discussed. 

He said preferred options for public con¬ 
sultation will go towards Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet on March 7 and if the cabinet 
agrees, the public will have a chance to have 
their say before work on the huge transfor¬ 
mation project starts.

Bright ideas to 
improve life on 
hospital wards 

BRIGHT SPARKS have come up with ideas 
on how to improve things at Oswestry 
Orthopaedic Hospital - 100 ideas to be pre¬ 
cise. 

Staff in departments throughout the hos¬ 
pital offered suggestions in its ‘ 100 Ideas in 
100 Days’ initiative, and the winning idea is 
set to make life a lot easier for many of its 
patients.

Mr Walker’s bid team has £150 million to 
buy the business, which has nearly 800 
stores and was put up for sale last year with 
a price tag of up to £1.5 billion.

The retailer is being sold off by creditors 
to Icelandic bank Landsbanki, the collapsed 
bank that took control of the chain in 2008. 
Iceland has boomed since the economic 
downturn as consumers consider frozen 
food as good value for money. 

Its sales are thought to be up around 6 per 
cent over the Christmas period. 

The company reported record results last 
year. Sales grew 5.9 per cent to £2.4bn. Net 
profit before tax increased by 14.8 per cent 
to £155.5m. 

Its market share rose to 2 per cent in the 
12 weeks through December 25 from 1.9 per 
cent a year earlier, according to research 
firm Kantar Worldpanel.

Appeal made 
by food bank 

VOLUNTEERS are calling for donations to 
keep their food bank service well-stocked. 

The new service opened in Oswestry in 
November to help stop people going hungry 
during the recession. It supplies people in 
financial difficulty with food for three days. 

The service is run by representatives 
from the Churches Together Oswestry Dis¬ 
trict group and the Trussed Trust, which 
helps to tackle poverty. People are referred 
to the service by organisations such as the 
Citizens Advice Bureau. 

There is a box for donations at the back of 
St Oswald’s Parish Church in the town. 

Food donations should be in-date and 
non-perishable. Most wanted items include 
UHT milk, cartons of juice, tinned vegeta¬ 
bles, tinned meat, tea/coffee, large cereals, 
sugar, custard, puddings or tinned potatoes. 

The Kingswell Centre is also open Mon¬ 
days and Thursdays from 10.30am until 
lpm for donations. 


In the letter, she said: “A new recycling 
bank for all types of cardboard has been 
placed at Oswald Road Car Park opposite 
Morrisons to help residents to continue to 
recycle cardboard. 

“A trial is planned for Whittington using 
the current recycling system to collect card¬ 
board for recycling. 

“The trial will help us assess public 
understanding of the new system and differ¬ 
ent types of cardboard which can be col¬ 
lected, to understand the volume and types 
of cardboard being collected and to assess 
the operational impact in terms of number 
of new boxes requested and vehicle capacity 
and requirement.

“All the above information will then allow 
us to assess the financial impact of recycling 
cardboard as part of the current recycling 
system. 

“In relation to your point about town cen¬ 
tre properties not have kerbside recycling 
facilities, Veolia are introducing a kerbside 
recycling scheme in Oswestry town centre 
and to all the flats which do not receive a 
recycling service in the Oswestry area. 
Papers, cans, plastic bottles and glass will be 
collected in clear plastic sacks. The collec¬ 
tions will be carried out on a weekly basis.” 

Councillor Owen Jones said: “It is good to 
see they are introducing new facilities for 
the recycling of cardboard in and around 
Oswestry.”

But it is such 
a shame that a school which has been run 
so successfully, with bulging class num¬ 
bers and a healthy balance sheet, will be 
swallowed up as part of an untried all- 
through school at Rhyn Park.

For the coming year the 
amount in each £1 spent 
from Council Tax will go 
down to 21p and income will 
be 79p. Council Tax will pro¬ 
vide £366,000 but other 
sources will provide 
£1,353,017 - a figure which 
includes £176,500 from 
reserves.

Assembly to decide bid 


CONTROVERSIAL plans for a 1,000- 
cow ‘super dairy’ on the outskirts of 
Welshpool will be decided by the Welsh 
government. 

Permission was granted for farmer 
Fraser Jones to build the dairy at 
Lower Leighton Farm, Leighton, last 
November, despite recommendations 
to refuse it. 

If built it would become one of the 
first parlour-style facilities of its kind 
in Wales, but the Welsh Assembly has 
called it in over fears about the risk of 
pollution. 

The scheme has attracted hundreds

of objections from residents concerned 
over potential smell and noise coming 
from the site and the proximity of the 
development to a primary school and 
homes in Leighton. 

And the World Society for the Pro¬ 
tection of Animals and Compassion in 
World Farming have written to the 
Welsh Assembly asking for the applica¬ 
tion to be reconsidered. 

Mr Jones said if the scheme did not 
go ahead it could put him out of busi¬ 


ness. “Hopefully the Welsh govern¬ 
ment will realise that there are no pol¬ 
lution risks or other issues which 
should stop this going ahead, which is 
what the councillors felt after they 
came here on a site visit,” he said. 

But Mid and West Wales AM Joyce 
Watson said she was pleased that the 
application had been called in. 

“A dairy this size in a village this 
small is unprecedented in Wales, prob¬ 
ably the UK. It demands the closest 
scrutiny and the most careful consid¬ 
eration,” she said.

have no alternative than to pass on the 
increase to the local authorities which run 
the public bus routes. 

He said companies such as Tanat Valley 
were contracted by, for example, Powys 
County Council to run certain bus routes. 

Tanat Valley operates routes across the 
Oswestry, Welshpool and Llanfyllin areas. 

“A cut in the Bus Service Operators’ 
Grant of 25 per cent is something that no 
company can absorb and we will have to 
take that into account when looking at 
future contracts with local authorities,” he 
said. 

Viable 

“I am worried that passengers will have to 
pay higher bus fares and that councils will 
look at whether certain bus services are no 
longer viable.” 

Gareth Evans, from the Coach and Bus 
weekly magazine, said it was a massive blow 
for the industry. Mr Evans, who lives near 
Oswestry, said unlike English bus operators 
which had had 18 months warning of a cut 
in the grant, Welsh companies had had no 
such warning. 

“Difficult funding decisions will have to 
be made across transport programmes to 
stay within tight spending plans,” he said. 

“The lateness of the announcement has 
made things very difficult for operators who 
have been working flat out on budgets.” 

He said the cut in the grant would affect 
the Shropshire/Welsh border.

Vending 
machine 
ban for 
cigarettes 

A NEW LAW which will ban 
the sale of cigarettes from 
vending machines came into 
force in Wales this week, 
Powys County Council has 
confirmed. 

From yesterday, Wednes¬ 
day it is illegal to sell ciga¬ 
rettes (or any other tobacco 
product) from a vending 
machine . The move is part 
of efforts to safeguard young 
people and children from the 
harmful effects of smoking. 

All advertising on 
machines must be removed 
as well. 

Advice has been issued to 
businesses affected to 
ensure they are aware of 
what is required of them and 
the penalties they could face. 

The council’s trading 
standards officers will be 
enforcing the ban. If a busi¬ 
ness is found to be selling 
cigarettes from a vending 
machine, it could be fined up 
to £2,500. 

If a vending machine still 
displays tobacco advertising, 
the business could be fined 
up to £5,000 and the owner 
could face up to two years in 
prison. 

Councillor Geraint Hop- 
kin said: “Vending machines 
are an easy way for under 
18s to buy cigarettes, espe¬ 
cially where the machines 
are unsupervised. 

“Making cigarettes less 
accessible is one way of dis¬ 
couraging children from tak¬ 
ing up smoking.”

Speaking at the scheme’s launch meeting 
at the Wynnstay Hotel, Councillor Hawk¬ 
sley said the process was an important part 
of the Government’s new localism agenda. 

“It gives the town the chance to present 
its aspirations and vision for the future,” 
she said. 

She said she was delighted that both 
Sarah Longville, head of the Marches 
School, and Andrew Tyley, principal of Wal¬ 
ford and North Shropshire College, had 
expressed a willingness to become involved 
in the neighbourhood planning. 

Important 

Education, youth activities, jobs and 
improving skills in the area were among the 
items flagged up during the meeting as 
important for the future. 

Community services for the elderly and 
housing in particular for the elderly were 
also said to be of high importance. 

Shropshire and town councillor Martin 
Bennett emphasised the importance of the 
neighbourhood planning concept. 

“It is an opportunity for the community 
to come together to shape a direction for the 
future,” he said. 

“The eyes of Government are very much 
on the front runners for neighbourhood 
planning and it is important for a united 
and unified plan to be presented.” 

Those at the meeting agreed that the 
neighbourhood plan should address public 
facilities for all ages.

Residents 
object to

Plans have been lodged 
with Shropshire Council for 
the wind turbine at Lower 
Sweeney Farm. 

The applicant wants to 
create electricity to help 
reduce imported electricity 
to the farm. 

A design and access says: 
“The applicant supports 
efforts to address and seek 
solutions to climate change 
and global warming and is 
therefore making a personal 
effort to contribute to 
national requirements for 
clean, disaggregated renew¬ 
able energy generation.” 

But the application has 
received a number of objec¬ 
tions. 

Earlier this month resi¬ 
dent Brenda Hill wrote to 
Shropshire Council stating 
it would be too close to her 
home and would have a ‘dev¬ 
astating effect on the value 
of our property’ leaving it 
‘worthless and unsaleable’. 

Other comments said it 
was ‘totally wrong’, ‘inap¬ 
propriate’ and a suggestion 
that ‘wind turbines are a 
menace to birds and bats’. 

But the applications says 
the location for the turbine 
had been chosen to be bal¬ 
anced between ‘ensuring it 
is not close to trees or other 
sources of wildlife while 
being able to use as much 
energy as it can’.

Youth leaders seek funding 


YOUTH LEADERS in Oswestry are on 
the hunt for cash to help their work 
continue into the next financial year. 

Oswestry Youth Cafe has been work¬ 
ing hard in the town to help tackle alco¬ 
hol and drugs misuse in youngsters. 

With the help of funding from The 
Oswestry Community Alcohol Part¬ 
nership (Os-CAP), the cafe has been 
able to deploy youth workers onto the 
streets of Oswestry to help develop 
relationships with young people and 
raise awareness about the dangers of 
drink and drugs. 

It also offers young people a safe and 
alcohol-free environment on Saturday 
evenings at its base in Oswald Road. 


The cafe staff have recently been 
award £1,800 grant funding by the 
West Mercia Police to carry out their 
project work. 

But this runs out at the end of March 
and so youth cafe officials are now 
seeking fresh grants to help them to 
continue. 

Ian Wilson, funding project man¬ 
ager, said: “We would like to thank 
West Mercia Police for its donation of 
£1,800 to allow us to staff and resource 
the project. 

“The point about the youth work is it 
isn’t like you can parachute two youth 
workers into a situation and make it all 
right. It only works because you build 


up relationships. We are doing good 
work in the area already and are get¬ 
ting young people to come to us to ask 
for help.” 

From October to December the num¬ 
bers of young people aged 15 to 19 at 
the cafe has risen to more than 30 on a 
Saturday evening. 

The cafe has also received support 
from the Local Joint Committee which 
supplied £1,000 for cold weather cloth¬ 
ing, equipment including torches, first 
aid kits and funding to train staff. 

The Oswestry Youth Cafe Pilot Alco¬ 
hol Awareness Project is one of a num¬ 
ber of projects run by the cafe, which is 
targeted towards 15 to 19 year olds.

against non payers on its 
three car parks and said 
Shropshire Council, on 
behalf of the town council, 
was expected to pursue 
about 30 non-payers 
through the courts this year. 

The report from council 
finance officer Roger Dyke 
said: “At this time of year 
the council is asked to write 
off bad debts. This is a book¬ 
keeping exercise. 

“The sum of £1,233 was 
included as provision for bad 
debts for excess charge 
notices for 2010/11 and the 
council is now asked to write 
off the sum of £933. 

Value 

“Inevitably some excess 
charge notices are impossi¬ 
ble to pursue due to being 
out of time, owner/driver 
untraceable, gone away, 
etc,” he said. 

Councillors have agreed 
to write off the bad debts 
and also asked whether they 
still needed regular reports 
on how the local authority 
was performing when it 
came to issuing excess 
charge notices. 

The council was criticised 
by a Best Value inspector for 
the relatively low level of 
excess charge notices it 
issued. 

The Best Value inspector 
said the enforcement was an 
area of concern after it 
emerged that Oswestry 
came ‘bottom’ of the league 
of authorities consulted. 

In 1999/2000, the 
national average of excess 
charge notices as a percent¬ 
age of tickets issued was 
0.51 per cent. Oswestry had 
0.13 per cent. 

Latest figures showed the 
town council was still issu¬ 
ing a relatively small num¬ 
ber of excess charge notices.

Hospital trust members sought 


RESIDENTS are being urged to play a 
part in a new era at Oswestry 
Orthopaedic Hospital - and the mes¬ 
sage is particularly aimed at men. 

Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital 
became a foundation trust last year 
and bosses say they want more people, 
particularly men, to sign up as mem¬ 
bers of the trust. 

Under foundation trust rules, hospi¬ 
tal who gain the prestigious title are 
encouraged to ask members of the 
communities they serve to sign up as 
trust members. 

The move encourages community 
participation in the running of the hos¬ 


pital and demonstrates the level of 
community support. 

A report to the Gobowen-based hos¬ 
pital’s trust board revealed there are 
currently 4,354 trust members. 

The hospital currently has 1,156 
staff and 3,198 public members and the 
membership target for 2011/12 is 
4,290. 

The report added: “Staff member¬ 
ship numbers remain consistent, with 
very few staff opting out of member¬ 
ship. 

“Public membership has grown by 
46 since July, however there are twice 
as many female members as male 


meaning men are under-represented 
compared to the local population.” 

The report also says: “Public mem¬ 
bership of age shows a consistent pat¬ 
tern of membership, however 
compared to the local population, the 
17 to 21 and 22 to 49 age groups are 
under represented.” 

Trust board chairman Russell 
Hardy urged everyone in Shropshire to 
sign up.

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Tramway 
project is 
ready for 
decision 

A PROJECT to restore a 
tramway on the Shropshire 
border to create a major new 
tourist attraction could be 
just weeks away from start¬ 
ing. 

A planning application to 
reinstate part of the Glyn 
Valley Tramway near 
Oswestry will be discussed 
by councillors on February 
6 . 

Rail enthusiasts said 
today if permission was 
given work on the line’s 
restoration ‘would com¬ 
mence almost at once’. 

Volunteers belonging to 
the Glyn Valley Tramway 
Trust say a reinstated line 
would complement the 
nearby Llangollen Canal, a 
World Heritage Site. 

Trust spokesman David 
Cooper said: “Actual passen¬ 
ger movements could com¬ 
mence by the autumn of 
2013, albeit only on the first 
500 metres of track, with 
trains running through to 
Pontfaen hopefully by the 
autumn of 2014. 

“The outline timetable 
would see line clearance and 
drainage works being com¬ 
pleted in about 18 to 24 
months, followed by the 
actual track laying itself. 

“Concurrent with this 
would be the trust’s immedi¬ 
ate priority - the rebuilding 
of the former Glyn Valley 
Tramway station at 
Chirk,which was such a fea¬ 
ture of the original line.”

IN my mind there was always 
something a little spooky 
about our loft. 

Growing up in an old Rothschild house, 
the beams would creak, the stairs crack and 
the eves howl in the wind. In the loft, con¬ 
verted into a bedroom for my sister, the 
water pipes gurgled and groaned, rasped 
and screeched. I was happy to take the mid¬ 
dle-floor room for myself. 

One night my fears and especially those 
of my sister’s, were pushed to the limit. As 
she settled in bed, beginning to doze off in 
the gloom, she thought she heard a noise in 
the loft cavity accessed only by a small red 
door near the floor. 

She thought the door was locked but she 
hadn’t checked as she so often did. Sud¬ 
denly she felt a presence on the bed. A hand 
touched her foot above the bedclothes. 
Then another pressed down on her shin, 
then her knee, working their way up to her 
chest. She lay utterly petrified, shaking 
with fear. Then there was nothing. 

After what felt like a lifetime she opened 
her eyes and could make out no one in the 
room. She plucked up her courage, jumped 
out of bed, ran to the light, switched it on 
and charged down the stairs in a frightful 
panic to my room. 

We both stole upstairs again and looked 
around - nothing. I checked our little mys¬ 
terious door was closed and locked and 
somewhat disbelieving of my sister, 
returned to bed. 

What Kate had experienced that night 
had nothing to do with strange creaks, 
bangs or monsters in the loft cavity. It was 
a brief bout of sleep paralysis where her 
muscles had ‘gone to sleep’ whilst she was 
still awake and had done so in waves, start-

ing from her feet and feeling to her as if 
someone was pressurising different 
parts of her body. 

Terrifying enough for anyone, let 
alone a small child. The next day, still 
convinced there was some evil presence 
behind the loft room door, we went to 
investigate. Taking Dad’s heavy duty 
torch, I peered in through the red door. I 
checked behind the water tank, I 
pressed my face between the pipes and 
scoured the underside of the tiles, then 
just as I was about to withdraw, I flashed 
the light around the corner and saw a 
very strange thing. 

Pulsating 

An enormous round object, bigger 
than a beach-ball, was pulsating 
between the rafters of the slanting roof. 

Taking the initiative I forced myself to 
investigate further. It was a wasp’s nest 
and it wasn’t pulsating, it was crawling 
with its insect architects. I closed the 
door in a hurry. 

Wasps are sociable insects, living in 
colonies of up to 10,000 workers. Each 
colony includes a queen and a number of 
female workers with varying degrees of 
sterility relative to the queen. Colonies 


only last one year, dying at the onset of 
winter. New queens and males (drones) 
are produced towards the end of the 
summer, and after mating, the queens 
hibernate over winter in cracks or other 
sheltered locations. 

They build their paper nests in disused 
animal burrows or in cavities in trees or 
buildings. Only newly-mated queen 
wasps hibernate during winter, and 
emerge in spring to begin building a nest. 

Now is the time to get rid of your attic 
nests if you feel they may present a dan¬ 
ger to you or your family. The nests will 
be vacant and although wasps will usu¬ 
ally not return to an old nest (because 
most of the insects with the ability to 
remember the spot, are dead) it may be 
taken over by a new queen in the spring. 
Remove the nest, marvel at it (mount it 
even) and fill up the hole. 

Wasps are of course very useful to us. 
They may not go bang in the night and 
they may not be the most adored of our 
garden wildlife, but they are essential to 
a healthy eco system and they are the 
very best of nature’s pest controllers.

OSWESTRY’S CENTRAL 
toilets are to be refurbished, 
less than a year after they 
were taken over by the town 
council. 

The toilets in Central Car 
Park will have a new 
entrance ‘turnstile’ fitted in 
a bid to reduce costs. 

Oswestry Town Council 
agreed to run the toilets 
after Shropshire Council 
said it could no longer afford 
to. It immediately spent a 
small amount of money on 
repairs to the building. 

Now it is to spend £20,000 
refurbishing the building 
and installing the ‘paddle’ 
entrance. 

Town clerk David Preston 
said the council was also to 
talk to the contractor 
responsible for the day-to- 
day running of the building.

STUDENTS from a school 
near Oswestry have been 
given European backing for 
a project to study asteroids. 

Moreton Astronomy Club 
was awarded an EU grant of 
25,000 euros last year 
through the British Council. 

Moreton Hall School was 
one of six schools to be 
awarded the funding. 

Richard Singleton, the 
school’s head of science, 
said: “The grant will allow 
students to work on a two- 
year collaboration based 
around the observation of 
asteroids. This is a very 
exciting opportunity.” 

As part of the project, 
eight members of the club 
gathered around a computer 
in the physics laboratory at 
the school to control a tele¬ 
scope in the USA. 

“The students actually 
took control of the Iron- 
bridge North Observatory 
telescope in Arizona. The 
task was to take multiple 
images of a small asteroid, 
Bilkis,” Mr Singleton said. 

Their observations will 
form part of a scientific 
paper to be presented at an 
astronomy competition in 
Poland at the end of March.

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Grant to 
be boost 
for B&B 
business 

NEW AND extended bed 
and breakfast premises 
could be open in Oswestry by 
the summer in a bid to 
attract more visitors to the 
town. 

A £75,000 grant scheme 
will be launched in the next 
few weeks to ensure there 
are more beds available for 
those who prefer B&B 
accommodation to hotels. A 
recent survey showed the 
town had just five licensed 
B&Bs with only three hav¬ 
ing en-suite facilities. 

Funding for the grant 
scheme has come from 
Shropshire Council’s Mar¬ 
ket Towns Revitalisation 
Programme and it will be 
run by Oswestry Town 
Council. 

The town council has 
revealed that the scheme is 
about to be launched. 
Grants of up to £5,000 will 
be made available with the 
applicant having to find at 
least 50 per cent of the over¬ 
all cost of the works.

“There is little to identify them 
though they are probably this area.” 

Mr Powell has identified some with 
varying degrees of certainty, but others 
are a mystery.

fied one showing Chirk viaduct, and 
thinks others were probably of 
Llanymynech Hill and of The Mere at 
Ellesmere, but a number of pictures of 
houses have stumped him.

Play area 
will get 
£ 100,000 
revamp 

MORE than £100,000 is to be 
spent on improving play 
equipment at Oswestry’s 
showpiece public park. 

The current sparse facili¬ 
ties at Cae Glas Park have 
been criticised in the past 
with former town councillor 
John Evans describing its 
children’s play area two 
years ago as “the worst play 
area in a major town in this 
county.” 

Town councillors have 
now agreed to a programme 
of improvements to bring 
play equipment at the park, 
which is known as 
Oswestry’s “jewel in the 
crown”, up to modern stan¬ 
dards. 

Milton Keynes-based play- 
park company Kompan has 
been hired to carry out work 
to extend the playground. 

Space 

Play equipment, chosen 
after consultation with 
Oswestry Youth Council, 
Oswestry Youth Cafe and 
children in the park, will be 
installed. 

Old equipment will be 
removed, safety ground sur¬ 
facing will be laid and fencing 
will also be installed as part 
of the project. 

A report said the Kompan 
work would cost £95,905 and 
another piece of play equip¬ 
ment will be installed at a 
cost of £6,890 if space allows. 

Kompan has agreed to pro¬ 
vide three years of free main¬ 
tenance.

The well equipped cabin 


It’s little wonder that Skoda are posting such 
remarkable results when you look at their prod¬ 
ucts particularly the sporting flagship Octavia 
vRS 2.01itre TFSi. 

Since launch back in 2000 more than 17,000 
versions of the vRS have been sold of which 76 
per cent have been the hatch version - 10 per 
cent of all Skoda sales. 

Deeper bumpers, red brake calipers and bold 
new 18 inch alloy wheels give this hatch a real 
air of sportiness as does a distinctive rear 
spoiler. 

From the front a large air intake dominates 
the appearance with LED daylight running

lights boosting the appearance. Inside the vRS 
enjoys the features as the standard Octavia but 
add a number of special elements to mark them 
out from the rest of the range. 

Figure hugging sports seats, finished in silver 
and black trim, stand out once you are inside 
the cabin - alongside a redesigned three-spoke 
steering wheel and aluminium-effect trim on 
the instrument panel. 

Black roofing and a sporty leather covered 
gearstick are also part of the RS package along 
with chrome-plated inner door handles and an 


air-conditioned glovebox. The vRS is equipped 
with a sports-tuned chassis and rides lower to 
the ground than the standard Octavia. Add to 
that improved aerodynamics and the current 
version accelerates quicker than its predecessor 
and has a higher top speed. 

To meet the sporting demands of vRS drivers 
Skoda have added SDS - electronic differential 
lock - as standard. 

This system uses the brakes to slow the inside 
wheel, adding to the driving experience. 

There’s a choice of engines for this hatch 
between two litre petrol or diesel and the petrol 
on test came through with flying colours. 

Despite the sporty exterior the vRS is one of 
the most spacious cars in the class and it’s great 
value for money. 

The Octavia is cheap to buy and run - you 
won’t need deep pockets. Results are starting to 
prove that it holds its value better than many 
mainstream European rivals. 

The boot is huge with no suspension intru¬ 
sions and proved to be one of the best encoun¬ 
tered for the golf club test - top marks there. 

The vRS has the looks, performance and 
quality to see Skoda’s market share continue 
upwards.

“YOUTH is wasted on the young”, or 
so wrote George Bernard Shaw. 

It’s easy to agree but listen to the noises 
coming out of most car manufacturers 
and it is young people who are driving 
their business. 

Today’s youth are increasingly savvy, end¬ 
lessly connected to one another and the 
world around them, as well as very demand¬ 
ing. 

It’s hard to disagree when you look at a car 
like Audi’s Al. 

It is a genuinely small car and can fit into 
all those urban parking spaces (if such things 
still existed), yet it feels properly grown up to 
drive and comes with pretty much all the 
kind of kit you’d expect to find on something 
much higher up the Audi range. 

Now they’ve gone and turned it into a five- 
door to create the Al Sportback. 

Reality check 

Apart from the increased number of doors, 
there’s nothing to distinguish the Sportback 
from the regular Al: park one next to the 
other and you might see the changes but the 
Sportback is just 6mm longer and wider than 
the three-door. 

More importantly, though, the roof is 
longer which gives 11mm more headroom 
and 13mm more shoulder room. 

Small measurements count of course, and 
with a proper door to get access to the back 
seats, you’d consider taking friends on 
board. 

The rear bench has three seats as standard 
in the UK but you can specify a two-seat ver¬ 
sion at no extra cost. 

There is a reality check of course; adding a 
few millimetres here and there doesn’t turn 
it into an A8 limo overnight.

But adults will fit and it’s no smaller back 
there than any other car of a comparable size. 

In the boot there is the same 270 litres of 
usefully shaped space, and the optional under¬ 
floor storage pack is a useful box to tick as it 
maximises the space available. 

The transformation from three to five doors 
hasn’t hurt the looks either. This is still a mod¬ 
ern and attractive small hatchback and as is 
the way with youth-oriented cars, it can be 
personalised to an obsessive degree. 

The entry-level SE version still has 15-inch 
alloys, air conditioning, electric windows all 
round and an audio system with an auxiliary 
input and SD card reader. 

Perhaps more importantly, even this hum¬ 
blest version doesn’t feel very humble at all. 
The cabin is relatively simple but there are 
soft-touch plastics everywhere, everything 
‘thunks’ with reassuring solidity and trans¬ 
mits that warm sense of wellbeing that made 
you choose an Audi in the first place. 

There are stacks of flavours for your Al too. 
Sport and S line sit above the SE model, both 
of which are enhanced by bigger alloy wheels,

sports suspension and exterior tweaks. 
There’s more kit in the cabin too, with Sport 
and above gaining the multi-function steer¬ 
ing wheel and driver’s information system, 
sports seats and Bluetooth. 

Better still is the very broad engine range. 
The diesel options, as always with Audis, are 
very good. 

The 1.6-TDI is hilariously frugal although 
no road-rocket, and in the summer the option 
of a 2.0-litre TDI will appear and do a very 
convincing impression of a hot-hatch: try 0- 
62mph in 8.3 seconds as well as combined 
economy figure of 69mpg. 

Audi is also working hard on the petrol 
options with four TFSI units available. 



However, it is the mid-output 1.4 TFSI 
that’s the most interesting. 

With 138bhp and 1841b.ft of torque, it’s 
even quicker to 62mph than the 2.0-litre 
diesel and has a free-revving nature that you 
only get from petrol. 

Even better is the fact that it borrows the 
clever cylinder on-demand technology from 
the S8 saloon, and at constant speeds and low 
engine loads it switches seamlessly into two 
cylinder running. 

Even if you listen carefully you can’t hear the 
switch either way - in most instances you’ll 
only notice the change thanks to the instru¬ 
ment display. 

It clearly works too. With 109g/km of C02, it 
is clearly the cleanest petrol Al and 60.1mpg 
combined is very close to the big diesel. 

With the price for this model below the 2.0- 
litre TDI, it presents a real alternative to 
default diesel. 

It’s unlikely that you’ll find the driving expe¬ 
rience to be disappointing either. It’s super 
slick and effortless rather than hugely involv-

ing, but point the Al Sportback at a series of 
bends and it tackles them gamely with quick, 
accurate steering and generally feeling of being 
light on its toes. 

The clever 1.4TFSI can also be had with the 
desirable S tronic seven-speed transmission, 
which makes an ideal partner for switching 
between eco and fun driving. 

If you’re young and reasonably affluent, a car 
like the Al Sportback will be right up your 
street. You’ll probably have a very long wish list 
with a lot of boxes that need ticking, and this 
car will inevitably fill every single one of them.

The temporary new sign¬ 
ing played a full 90 minutes 
midfield and, as he 
announced his comeback, 
said: “After 17 years retire¬ 
ment I am back, move over 
Scholes and Henry. I must be 
mad.” 

Despite enjoying his day 
out at Welshpool, Kamara, 
known for his Sky Sports 
catchphrase “It’s unbeliev¬ 
able Jeff”, said he had no 
plans to don the Lilywhites 
shirt again in the near 
future. 

Solid 

But he made his mark in 
his one-off appearance, sup¬ 
plying an inswinging corner 
for Matthew Stokes to head 
the home reply to make the 
score 2-1, while he also 
pulled off some trademark 
solid tackles. 

Town have only won twice 
this season, but they could 
take comfort from an 
improved performance 
against second placed 
Rhayader who were 9-2 win¬ 
ners when the sides met ear¬ 
lier in the season. 

“It was a good day, apart 
from the result,” said Pool 
manager Dave Jones, whose 
email to the Sky programme 
led to the national publicity 
for his lowly team. 

“Rhayader were the bet¬ 
ter side, but to lose 6-1 was a 
bit harsh,” he said. 

“Chris was a good laugh, 
and really helped everyone. 

He gave us a pep talk before 
the game and at half time 
and it stood out a mile that 
he was an ex-professional 
footballer. 

“He made the goal, and his 
touch and quality is still 
there. Despite being in his 
50s he is still very fit and he 
seemed to enjoy it. He played 
the whole 90 minutes and he 
made it a really good day.

over 500 watching, I’ve not 
seen that many at Welshpool 
for a long time. 

“We did okay. We were 2-1 
down at one stage but then 
conceded two goals in five 
minutes.” 

It certainly proved a hap¬ 
pier time for Kamara since 
his last footballing trip to 
the borders back in 1988 
when he became the first 


footballer to be convicted for 
assault after breaking the 
cheekbone of Shrewsbury 
Town’s Jim Melrose with a 
punch after the final whistle 
of a game in 1988. 

As well as a player, 
Kamara also spent short 
spells as manager of Stoke 
City and Bradford City. 

He steered The Bantams 
to promotion in the 1995-96.
